WASHINGTON, July 5.—(P)— 
President Roosevelt intimated to- 
day that the administration may 
make a new approach to the na- 
tion’s economic problems by at- 
tempting to find first a solution 
for those of the south. 

He wrote a conference of gov- 
ernment officials, businessmen and 
economists from 13 _ southern 
states. 

“It is my conviction that the 
south presents right now the na- 
tion’s No. 1 economic problem— 
the nation’s problem, not merely 
the south’s, for we have an eco- 
nomic unbalance in the nation as 
a whole, due to this very condi- 
tion of the south. 

“It is an unbalance that can and 
must be righted, for the sake of 
the south and of the nation.” 

Report Drafted. 

In response to his request for a 
statement of economic conditions 
and a picture of the south in re- 
lation to the rest of the country— 
in order that “we may do some- 
thing about it’—the southerners 
and government executives began 
drafting a report. 

Sitting around a huge table in a 
green and gold conference room, 
they discussed for inclusion in the 
document such topics as economic 
resources, soil, water, housing, 
population, health, industries, la- 
bor and credit. 

They used as a framework for 
the report a series of statements 
on the various subjects prepared 
by experts in federal departments 
and agencies, Generally critical 
in tone, they were submitted by 
Lowell Mellet, director of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council. 

Should the conference prove to 
be fruitful, the administration 
plans similar meetings for other 
regions, States represented today 
were Tennessee, Florida, Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Mississippi, Geor- 
gia, North and South Carolina, | 
Alabama, Louisiana, Texas, Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky.

chairman of the authority, said 
yesterday. 

Cost of the extensive survey 
will be approximately $89,000, of 
which the housing authority will 
put up a little more than $4,000. 

Application to the WPA for the 
project is expected ‘to be approved 
in Washington within a few days, 
Palmer said Miss Gay B. Shep- 
person, state WPA administrator, 
told him. 


Value and Use. 


The survey, the only one of its 
kind which has ever been attempt- 
ed in Atlanta, will gather infor- 
mation on every building, house 
and lot in the city limits, and will 
show the value, condition and use 
of the real property. 

It will determine the income of 
all families and the amount of rent 
paid on all property. 

General information concerning 
living conditions and housing 
needs will -be assembled. 

From the mass of information 
secured in the 18-month survey, 
conclusions as to future planning 
for the city will be reached, Palm- 
er asserted. 


Help to Businessman. 

“The information gained will be 
of particular value to the housing 
authority and to the taxing agen- 
cies of the city,” Palmer said. “It 
will be of great use to the busi- 
nessmen and merchants, who will 
be given their first definite infor- 
mation on the economic situation 
of the city.” | 

Palmer said WPA technical 
workers would make surveys first 
in the low-cost housing areas as 
an aid to the housing authority in 
planning its slum clearance proj- 
ects. The authority has $9,000,- 
000 allocated to it by the United 
States Housing Authority for slum 
clearance in Atlanta.

That purpose is to 
obtain a statement—or, perhaps, 
I should say a restatement as of 
today—of the economic condi- 
tions of the south, a picture of 
the south in relation to the rest 
of the country, in order that we 
may do something about it: in 
order that we may not only carry 
forward the work that has been 
begun toward the rehabilitation 
of the south, but that the program 
of such work may te expanded 
in the directions that this new 
presentation shall indicate. 

My intimate interest 
that concerns the south is, I be- 
lieve, known to all of you, but 


in all 


No. 1 economic problem—the na- 
tion’: problem, not merely the 


south’s. For we have an eco- 
nomic unbalance in the nation as 
a whole, due to this very condi- 
tion of the south. 


'“ECONOMIC UNBALANCE 
MUST BE RIGHTED” 


It is an unbalance that can 
and must be righted, for the sake 
of the south and of the nation. 

Without going into the long 
history of how this situation came 
to be—the long and ironic his- 
tory of the despoiling of this 
truly American section of the 
country’s population—suffice it 
for the immediate purpose to get 
a clear perspective of the task 
that is presented to us. That task 
embraces the wasted or neg- 
lected resources of land and wa- 
ter, the abuses suffered by the

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INFLATION WORKS QUICKLY 

The fear of inflation, in the opinion of lead- 
ing New Dea! spokesmen, is “ridiculous.” Never- 
theless there has been considerable talk among 
such leaders of further devaluating the dollar 
to increase the gold “profit” in the federal 
treasury. The “profit” would be used to help 
pay for the new pump-priming recovery plan. 
But such action undoubtedly would be inflation. 
It would make the earned dollar, as well as the 
Saved dollar, less valuable at the simple stroke 
of the pen. 


While there may be no fear of inflation in 
Washington, history indicates that one lowering 
has led to another and, in most instances, re- 
Sulted eventually in the complete abandonment 
of the gold standard. Once the process began 
it got out of hand and it was then merely a 
matter of letting the printing presses hum, 
turning out paper money of larger and larger 
denomination, as in Germany following the 
World War. 


In those days workmen were getting millions 
of marks per week in paper money. Before in- 
flation started the mark was worth about 24 
cents in United States money. On this basis 
of exchange many a man getting 1,000,000 
marks was paid at the fantastic rate of $250,000 
per week. But its depreciation in value was so 
rapid, so out of control in the feverish excite- 
ment, before the poor worker could get to a 
shop to spend his earnings for family necessi- 
ties, purchasing power had been again cut in 
half. In Russia, and in some other /countries, 
it was even worse. One traveller reported buy- 
ing 64,000,000 rubles, formerly worth 51 1-2 
cents each in American money, for $2! A 
worker needed a wheelbarrow to go shopping, 
not to bring home his purchases, but to carry 
his money to the store. And not infrequently 
he returned with an empty barrow. 


The devaluating process could be controlled 
only as long as the thinking processes of all the 
people could be controlled. But no leader in 
history, although a number have tried it, has 
ever been successful in making people believe 
that paper money, without metallic or other 
substance behind it, had a fixed purchasing 
power. No experimentation is necessary to prove 
the fallacy. The more there is of anything the 
less value it has. 


There is no need for such conditions ever to 
exist in the United States unless those in com- 
mand prefer theory and experimentation to 
practice and experience. It is presumed that 
no additional lowering of the gold content of 
the dollar will be contemplated in any event 
without an agreement with London. A cur- 
rency war between the two leading financial 
mations of the world would only precipitate 
disaster. 


INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES 


During the past decade the practice of hold- 
ing conferences has grown into a recognized 
custom. It is mere routine for the business 
executive to call in his department heads for 
a daily discussion of problems and policy. The 
practice, however, probably had its origin in 
politics, when business was still more of a one- 
man affair. One can read in old newspapers 
the accounts of how so-and-so was really nomi- 
nated in a “smoke-filled room,” rather than 
on the convention floor, as was generally 
supposed. 

In recent years, the custom has reached 
_ international proportions. Of course, there 
have always been, so it seems, conferences at 
The Hague, at Geneva and other places on 
affairs of state. Now, however, international 
discussions take place on almost any subject 
and profitably, too. During the past 12 months, 
conferences have been held over seed testing, 
public health, sugar, architecture, mental hy- 
giene, religion, infantile psychiatry, fruit juices, 
deaf mutes, high tension electric systems and 
folklore, to name only a few of the subjects. 
Such conferences, attended by American civil- 
ian representatives, as well as government dele- 
gates, have averaged two per week for the year.

Not only the program it- 
self, but the evident sincerity behind it, gives 
evidence the brewers are determined their prod- 
uct shall achieve and hold that place as a de- 
sirable commodity which is rightfully its due. 
If the leaders of the industry have their way, 
there will never be any return to the unde- 
sirable conditions which gave beer and ale an 
undeserved bad reputation in the old days be- 
fore the unfortunate prohibition experiment. 


The United Brewers’ Industrial Foundation, 
meeting in convention, adopted a “code of prac- 
tice.” This code contains eight pledges, all sig- 
nificant but none more so than the fourth, 
which reads: , 

“We pledge our support to the duly consti- 
tuted authorities for the elimination of anti- 
social conditions wherever they may surround 
the sale of beer to the consumer.” 

The industry has, in many instances, dem- 
onstrated the sincerity of that pledge. It real- 
izes that conditions of beer sale or consump- 
tion which may arouse criticism harm the in- 
dustry more than any other concerned. 

That the brewers have contributed tremen- 
dously to economic improvement in the United 
States since relegalization of their products is 
attested by an impressive array of statistics. 
At the very inception of the return of legal 
beer the industry spent $200,000,000 on re- 
pairs, rehabilitation and new construction of 
plants. Since 1933, $45,000,000 has been paid 
for beer barrels alone, while $32,000,000 has 
gone for bottles. Cans, a packaging innovation 
of the past three years, are costing $19,000,000 
annually. 

The United States Treasury has collected 
$1,160,000,000 from the federal tax on beer, 
while states and municipalities have gained 
$500,000,000 in local taxes. 

The brewers themselves have paid out $300,- 
000,000 in pay rolls, while other gains to labor 
through allied industries can only be estimated. 
The pay rolls for retail outlets must run into 
the billions. There are innumerable other fig- 
ures which support the brewers in their claims 
as to the economic importance of the industry. 

It is, therefore, not surprising that the brew- 
ers themselves are doing everything within 
their power to keep the consumption of beer 
on the high, legal plane which it deserves as 
a mild beverage and a health-giving product. 

In conclusion, it should be noted that agri- 
culture is a large beneficiary of brewing ex- 
penditures. Four-fifths of the hops used is 
raised in the United States. Three billion 
pounds of grain was bought by the brewing 
industry in 1937 alone at .a cost of $115,000,000, 
with that total increasing each year. Corn pro- 
ducers, in the five years since relegalization, 
have received $15,000,000 from the brewers, 
while domestic rice growers have profited te 
the extent of $2,000,000. 


WAR’S NEW DANGER POINT 

Paradoxically, the chief danger point in war 
is no longer to be found on the field of battle, 
but behind the lines. It is believed, although 
it is yet to be proved, that the damage to a 
nation’s morale following the bombing of un- 
protected cities from the air is more effective 
in winning a war than slaying enemy soldiers. 
This shifting of the danger point is recognized 
by no less an institution than the International 
Red Cross. Founded 75 years ago to care for 
sick and wounded combatants, more attention 
is now being given to wounded non-combatants 
behind the lines. There are more of them, In 
the discussions at the quadrennial conference 
ten days ago in London the soldier was relegat- 
ed to the back-ground, for the time being at 
least. 

Three wars have been waged since the last 
meeting of the conference. Helpless Ethiopian, 
Spanish and Chinese non-combatants have 
been bombed and gassed by the thousands far 
behind the lines, where, until the modern con- 
cept of war was put into practice, women and 
children were thought to be safe from the in- 
humanities of the battlefield. But war, accord- 
ing to modern notions, must be waged against 
an entire nation to be successful. 

Not even the Red Cross is safe from such 
attacks. When the first unit appeared on the 
field of battle in the Dano-Prussian war there 
was little to be feared from the fighting forces. 
The same has been true in subsequent wars. 
The Red Cross has been respected by com- 
batants the world over as an institution of 
humanity — protective symbol for doctors, 
nurses and medical units. But not now. Al- 
though huge red crosses have been painted on 
hospitals in Ethiopia, Spain and China, they 
have proved more of a target for airmen, in 
many instances, than as a protection against 
attack. So hospitals and ambulances, like im- 
plements of war, are camouflaged to resemble 
trees or earth, for protection against bombings. 

But regardless of the attitude of warring 
governments on the subject of conducting war 
against an entire nation, the conference did not 
hesitate in registering a strong protest against 
the practice of indiscriminate bombing behind 
the lines. Norman H. Davis, head of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, in expressing his feelings, said: 

“Something must be done to restore civiliza- 
tion to a sanity which will at least stop the 
killing of the helpless and innocent by warring 
forces.” It is a strange, inhuman course that 
war has taken when it is safer on the battle- 
field than at home; when the Red Cross finds 
more work to do among wounded non-com- 
batants than among wounded soldiers.

It was a fine word for us on the 
morning of another birthday of our 
nation. We went away from the 
meeting house with renewed 
faith, renewed purpose, renewed 
Jesus seemed to walk be- 
side us, whispering that precious 
promise anew, “And lo, I am with 
you all the way, through all the 
days.”

When the knees are ro- 
tated inward you have “knock 
knees,” an inclination of the pel- 
vis which shows up as sway back, 
and your feet hurt. 

The correction of all this is 
amazingly simple—if you can do 
it! The idea is to roll the legs 
outward, beginning at the hips, 
turning the knees out, and placing 
the weight correctly on the longi- 
tudinal arch.

To be late for roy- 
alty is not being done, but, luckily, the Presi- 
dent and my mother-in-law were the real hosts 
of the occasion, so I managed to slip in unno- 
ticed and later to be presented. I made my apol- 
ogies and they were all very polite in assuring 
me that they had arrived before time. 

After tea, mry husband asked if they would like to drive around 
to see a little of the neighborhood, so he drove his car and I drove 
mine, and then our guests all went to have a rest. I returned to 
the cottage and worked for an hour and a half on the mail. We 
had a small dinnet and movies afterwards. 

On Saturday morning everyone slept late, but I, with visions of 
having no exercise, rose at 7:30 and rode, and then dashed back 
to prepare for the picnic.

In addition, the Crown Princess gave many people who had served 
her small gifts, which were deeply appreciated and I know will 
always be treasured, 

It is always a marvelous thing to me to see how thoughtful and 
kind people who spend their lives more or less on parade, manage 
to be. No one could have been simpler or more attractive than this 
particular royalty, and everyone with her seemed to have the same 
desire to think of others and make them enjoy themselves. It oc- 
curred to me, however, that it must be rather difficult to travel 
around with enough gifts for any contingency, and to vary them 
must require a great deal of imagination. 

They all left us Saturday afternoon and yesterday morning the 
President started for Gettysburg, Pa. I have settled down to a 
period of complete hibernation. Bears, I understand, hibernate in 
winter, but I have decided to do so this summer.

258 Lives; 141 Are. 
Drowned. 


By the Associated Press. 

The 72 hours of the Independ- 
ence Day week-end brought vio- 
lent deaths to at least 517 pereny 
in the United States. 

In contrast to the Fourth of 


July of other days—when hos- 
pitals were filled with fireworks 
victims — only three _ persons 
throughout the nation were killed 
by that cause. ee 

The greatest destroyer of lives. ~ 
was automobile accidents which — 
killed 258. The second greatest 
number of fatalities was 141 © 
drownings. Twenty persons killed. ~ 
themselves and 27 more were sho: ~— 
by other persons, mainly by acci- 
dent. 

Trains killed 18 and the remain-~ 
ing 50 fatalities resulted from such 
causes as lightning and accidents 
in the home. 

More died in New York state 
than in any other—39—of which 
21 were automobile accident 
deaths. Pennsylvania had the next 
worse record with 33 while Mich- 
igan recorded 29 and Illinois 28. 

Nebraska and Nevada were the 
only two states without a violent 
death in the three days.
